Let'* Look it Over

September is almost here again and with 
it. give or take a few days, the start of another 
school year. 

1 urge each and every student: 

Don’t be a dropout. 

There is an old saying that “crime doesn’t 
pay”, and while dropping out of high school 
before graduation is not a crime in the legal 
sense, it doesn’t pay either. 

To put it another way, it’s like slapping a 
never-ending mortgage on your future, or in 
baseball parlance, like calling two strikes 
against your-tlf before you e\en go to bat. 

A recent interim report by a special com- 
mittee of the State Department of Education 
said that 5.020 Kentucky students dropped out 
of high school before graduation during sum- 
mer vacation last year 

Various .reasons were given fer diopping 
out — lack of interest, marriage, lack of scho- 
lastic success, parental indifference — but what 
ever the reason, these dropouts were doing a 
grave injustice, riot only to themselves but also, 
later on, to their own children. 

Information assembled by the committees 
on 15,519 dropouts showed that 58 per cent came 
from homes in which the head of the house 
was an unskilled Worker. Only 5 1-2 per cent 
of the fathers and only 6 per cent of the moth- 
ers were high school graduates. 

These percentages would indicate a poor 
prbspect for the student dropping cut of school 
now. Not only would it put him in the light of 
being a long shot for a job because of lack of 
skill, but it also wfcmld indicate he might father 
children who also would probably drop out of 
school an dremain in the same rut of low pay 
and difficulty in finding and keeping a job. 

There is virtually no place in today’s eco- 
nomy for the unskilled worke»r. Many of the 
jobs that formerly were done by hand are now 
done by machinery. It has been reported that 
more than 5 per cent of the nation’s work 
force is unemployed now because it is unpre- 
pared for the kind of jobs available. 

Indisputably, the individual, as well as his 
state and nation, suffers a financial loss when 
he does n<ct finish high school, much less cok- 
lege. Statistics show that the high school grad- 
uate, earns more and the college graduate even

In fact, the median income increases with 
each grade of educational attainment. 

US. Department of Commerce figures 
show, for instance, that in a recent year the 
median income nationally for men with only on 
elementary school education was $3,214. as 
compared to $4,543— or $1,334 mure a year — 
for men with four years of high school. 

Income jumped to a median of $6,374 for 
men with four years of college and to $6,926 
for men with five or mors years of college. 

Similar statistics for women show that their 
median income was $909 for those with an 8th- 
gr.nde education, as compared to $2,036 for 
those with high school diplomas; $2,903 for wo- 
men with four years of college.’ and $4,381 for 
those with five or more years of college. 

We are told by the dropout committee of 
the Kentucky Department of Education that 
the problem is too complex to be solved by the 
schools alone; that U is a problem of our soc- 
iety and must be attacked through the Cjmbinw 
ei and co-ordinated efforts of a '11 segments of 
that society. 

While there may be r.(o magic social drug 
which overnight will solve the situation, we do 
appeal to ell young Kentuckians to continue 
in high school until they have graduated, and 
after that to g|o to college, if they can, and 
ooninue there until they have graduated. 

May I ray tha»t I agree completely with 
U. S. Secretary of Labor W. Willard Wirtz who, 
in a recent speech, said: 

“Our principle ought to be that in one 
way or another every single hoy and girl stay 
in school until that boy or girl is ready — until 
ha or she is equipped with the skills which are 
required for jobs in today’s automated econo- 
my.”

Three Combs men from East- 
ern Kentucky, two from Perry 
County and one from Bath 
County applied for 'Revolution^ 
ary War pensions and they ap- 
pear to be brothers. 

On file in the National Ar- 
chives in Washington, D.C., are 
pension applications from John 
and Nicholas Ccmbs from Perry 
County and William Combs 
from Bath County John men- 
tions a brother William living 
“about 70 miles away” and Ni- 
cholas mentions both John and 
Williams as brothers and pen- 
sioners already. 

Old Nicholas, who reapplied 
for a pension in 1856 when 
“smartly past 90 years of age,” 
said that his first application 
had been denied “due to an in- 
consistency” in some of his 
statements. 

If this first application is of 
recot d, it has nlot come to light 
neither has any information as 
tu whether or not this pension 
was granted. It appears that 
both John and William were 
granted pensions. 

JOHN COMBS 12 BF CAPS 

The pension application of 
John Combs, age 64, was filed 
m Perry County, Kentucky In 
1825 He mentions wife Mar- 
garet age 55, a son John - no 
age given, a daughter, Sally, a 
widow, age 27 and her children. 
Samuel, age 9 or 10, Harvey, 
age 7, and Thomas age one 



year. Also a daughter Margaret 
age 18, and her one year old 
child, Hezakiah 

)ther sources given a6 children 
of “Soldier John” so called, by 
a first wife who is not identi- 
fied; Jeremiah (Long Jerry), 
Shadrach, Mason, Millie and 
William. The above mentioned 
"Long Jerry” is said by the late 
Dr. Josiah Combs to have been 
his great grandfather. 

The 1830 census of Perry 
County, Kentucky shows a John 
Combs as 60-70 and the 1840 
census of Washington County, 
Kentucky, shows John Combs 
age 81, in the home of Nancy 
and Joseph Goode. 

In a pension survey of 1840 
in Washington County, Ky. the 
following is said of John 
Combs; “Combs, John s35851 
Va. State of Ky , County of 
Perry. This soldier is listed in 
Washington County in 1840 but 
the pension papers of 1835 
how him in Perry County in 
May 1825, age 64.” 

The Will of John Combs 
dated 112-1845 Will Book H. p 
248, Washington County states 
he lived with his son-in-law 
Joseph Goode and wife Nancy 
Combs Goode. Will probated 
5-15-1848 

From the Kentucky Magazine, 
page 15, April-June 1959 issue, 
is the fallowing: “Pvt. John 

Combs, Revolutionary Pension- 
er of Kentucky, died 1-27-18411 ” 



In the early records of Lin 
coin County, Ky., are marriages 
of a number of Combs girls ap- 
parently daughters of John, 
William and Stephen Combs. It 
is thought that at least John 
and William are brothers and 
appear that they are probably 
the ones who applied for pen- 
sions from Perj-y and Bath 
Counties. 

Nancy Combs (Goode) i n 
whose home her father John, 
was living at the time of his 
death, married Joseph Goode in 
Lincoln County, Kentucky, 12- 
12*1807. According to the cen- 
sus of 1860 Nancy was born in 
North Carolina in 1786 An- 
other daughter of John Combs 
who married in Lincoln County 
and who will enter the story 
later is Sally who married 
Janies Hundley 11-2-1810; also 
Barbara Ccmbs who married 
Benjamin Stacy 12-24-1798 
Dicie Combs who married John 
Spencer and went to Illinois, is 
in a obituary of her son John 
Spencer Jr. in 1906, the daugh- 
ter of John Combs, ’ one of the 
last of the Kentucky Revolu- 
tionary Soldiers”. 

At least three cl John Combs’ 
(of Lincoln County) sons are 
John Jr. called “Jack”; Ben- 
jamin and Hardin All of these 
married in Clay, Perry or Ow 
sley Counties 

John Jr or “Jack” and his 
first wife, said by one source 



to be Rebecca Combs, daughter 
of Mason, were the parents of 
Meredith Combs who was Gov- 
ernor Bert Combs’ great grand- 
father. Meredith Combs mar- 
ried Easter Allen in Clay Coun- 
ty, Kentucky, 10-3-1846. The 
second wife of John Jr. Jack” 
was Elizabeth Hunt Williams 
(widow). 

That the “Soldier” John 
Combs of Perry County and 
John Combs of Lincoln and 
Boyle County, later Washington 
County are one and the same 
seems strongly indicated by 
several circumstances, one of 
these being the aforementioned 
1810 pension census of Wash- 
ington County, and another be- 
ing a statement in 1800 by Mrs. 
Margaret Combs Lewis, to Rev. 
Dickey founder of the present 
Lees College at Jackson, Ky 
Mrs. Lewis said in the inter- 
view: 

“My father was Nicholas 
Combs, he was a son of Nicho- 
las, one of the original 8 bro- 
thers who settled Perry County 
from Holston River. Va , My 
grandfather John Combs, mot- 
her’s father, was a Revolution- 
ary soldier. 1 am certain of 
that One of his brothers was 
too. 1 think it was Washington. 

My mother was Elizabeth 
Combs, daughter of John Combs 
md he was one of the original 
8 Combses in Perry County. He 
settled first in Lincoln County, 



later came to Perry and settled 
cn Carrs F’ork 

He moved to Owsley, lived a 
number of years, then went 
back to Lincoln and Boyle, 
where two of his daughters 
lived and there died. These 
daughters never came to the 
mountains — they had married 
before their father moved. One 
married Joseph Good. Another 
daughter married James Hund- 
ley and they removed to Perry 
with my grandfather. They had 
two sons Harry (Harvey) Hund- 
ley and he married a sister of 
Judge Josiah Combs of Perry 
and Kenneth Hundley, a son of 
Samuel, married a Miss Mat- 
tingly, sister of Judge Josiah’s 
wife." 

Mrs Lewis further states that 
Dicie Combs, a daughter of her 
grandfather, John, married a 
Spencer and moved to Illinois, 
that another daughter of John 
(Margaret) died unmarried, she 
also names three of his sons 
as John Jr. “Jack ”, Benjamin, 
who lived on Middle Fork, in 
Breathitt, and Hardin who lived 
in Owsley County. She further 
says, Meredith Combs of Clay 
County, was a son of my Uncle 
Jack (John Jr.) 

1 think the Comhses came 
from North Carolina to the Hol- 
ston River. 1 was nearly grown 
when my grandfather Nicholas 
died in 1837 He had only five 
children. Nicholas (Note: Nicho- 



las Jr called “Birdeye”, Mrs. 
Lewis’ father) Jeremiah; Sam- 
uel; Rebecca who married a 
Williams and Licia who married 
a Smith.” This statement of 
Margaret Combs Lewis is con- 
tained in a letter to Judge L. 
D Lewis (late), of Hyden, Ky. 
fr m Rev. Sam Hager, also de- 
ceased Mrs. Lewis was the mo- 
ther of Judge Lewis, and the 
letter is in possession at present 
of Judge Lewis’ daughter. 

Mrs. Lewis’ statements seem 
to bear out many of the facts 
as stated in the Pension appli- 
cation of John Combs filed from 
Perry County in 1825. Sally, a 
widow, with sons Harvey, 8 or 
9, and Samuel. 7, could certain- 
ly be Sally who married James 
Hundley in 1807 and “removed 
to the mountains with her fat- 
her," and note that Mrs. Lewis 
mentions the names of the 
lundley sons “Hurry, with Har- 
vey in parenthesis, and Samuel, 
wt se sin Kenneth married 
Margaret, age 55, the wife mem 
tinned in pension applications, 
was likely a second wife. 

The daughter Margaret, with 
a one year old child, does not 
fit with Mrs Lewis statement 
that Margaret, daughter of 
John, died unmarried Perhaps 
this Margaret is a child of the 
second wife, if indeed this is a 
second wife 

The late Dr. Josiah Combs be 
lieved that “Soldier John” as 



he called him of Perry County, 
and John Combs of Lincoln 
County were two different men. 
In letters to membra of the 
Combs family in years before 
his death he stated this He be- 
lieved that “Soldier John” and 
“wife Nancy" were parents of 
Jeremiah called “Long Jerry 
who was his great grandfather 
(I)r. Josiah’s). 

Mrs. Ed Diddle of Bowling 
Green, Ky., a descendant of 
Nancy Combs and Joseph Goode 
states that she has searched ex- 
tensively in Lincoln County re- 
cords for the name of wife of 
Jchn Combs and has found no- 
thing. 

She says that in Wilkes 
County N C., she h is found a 
marriage of one John Combs 
and Biddy Nance 5-31-1779. 
Since Nance or Nantz families 
were in Washington (’ unty 
Kentucky it could he that there 
was a family connections or 
could be just coincidence, that 
Joseph and Nancy Good at the 
time of the death of her father 
were living in Washington Co. 

The late Dr Josiah Combs 
had spent more time in re 
searching the C mbs family 
lines than any other one per- 
son, and certainly his opinions 
or conclusions would not be 
taken lightly by any knowledge 
able researcher but with new 
facts being brought out and 
more people becoming interest- 



ed in getting t h c records 
straight perhaps it will not be 
too difficult to set this one 

straight. 

The fact that only one pen- 
sion Application for a John 
C m.s in Kentucky has ever 
c me to light seems further 
evidence that ‘‘Soldier John” 
t’cmhs of Perry County is the 
>ame man as John of Lincoln 
County.

With all the talk about the possibility of 
getting a University of Kentucky Community 
College established in Perry County, not a 
great deal of attention has been paid locally to 
the existing Southeast Community College, a 
subsidiary cf UK, at Cumberland, Kentucky. 
This is unfortunate, because tho College at 
Cumberland has a great deal to offer many 
Perry Cauntians, now. 

Perhaps one reason the local community 
has never felt particularly involved with the 
College at Cumberland is because it is located 
on the other side of Pine Mountain^ in Harlan 
Cl ur.ty, forty miles from Hazard. It is true 
that this distance is great enough to prevent 
lc-esi students from commuttir.tg back and 
foi h in great number. This is icne of the prior 
cipcl poir/s supporting the argument for a 
umilar co*llege here io our home county. 

But still, it isn’t as if Cumberland was all 
the way across the continent. The road to Slemp 
and Gordon a.id across Pine Mountian is pretty 
good now, and it takes little more than an hour 
of driving time to get there from Hazard Some 
students living in certain parts of Lexington 
need almost that much time to get to UK’s main 



campus through heavy traffic. For the student 
who really wants to attend his state university, 
the commuting problem to Cumberland would 
r 't be if urntortafcl?. The College even has 
dormitory facilities for students who don’t want 
to commute. 

But most significant is the kind of facilities 
available once the student gets to Cumber- 
land’s Community College. The institution of- 
fers a full, two-year course for the co-llege 
student which fully prepares him for upper 
division work at the main UK campus in Lex- 
ington. In addition, the College has a varied 
selection of semi-professional courses in such 
area as laboratory arcistance, forestry and sec- 
retarial work that cen be completed in one or 
two years. The College* ^Iro offers non-credit 
evenrnz courses for adults who wish to learn/ 
Fuch things as landscaping and art simply for 
the enrichment of their own lives. 

Perhaps the time will come when Perry 
County will have a similar institution. Let us 
hope so. But in the meantime, the Southeast 
Community College at Cumberland is available 
to anyone who really wants to go to school. 

Registration for fall classes begins Tuesday, 
September 1.

First Baptist Church Anniversary - Homecoming 



A DIFFICULT BEGINNING 



1898 - 1964 



A Historic Celebration has been going on at the First Baptist Church of Hazard. The Local Congregation has been com- 
memorating Sixty-Six Years of Christian Service In and Around Hazard with an Anniversary and Homecoming Week of Services. 
The Story of any Church, or any institution, is the Story of its Leadership. The Missionary Baptist Movement in Hazard was instituted 
by a Whitley County Preacher. A. S. Petrey, who was a Graduate of Cumberland College, Williamsburg, and the Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, Ixniisville, Kentucky. He felt the call to the Ministry and was ordained in 1891. He married Sarah Effie Har- 
mon, May 20, 1894. After conducting a successful revival in Hazird in the summer of 1897, which resulted in seventeen conver- 
sions. He was convinced of God’s Call to labor his life-time in the Mountains of Eastern Kentucky. He moved to Hazard in the 
Winter of 1898 and organized the First Missionary Baptist Church in the Old Court House on August 27, 1898. The New Congrega- 
tion was associated with the Booneville Association of Baptists. 

The Lot on Main Street for a Church Building was secured from Polly Ann Combs and Heirs. After a year of hard labor, 
and great financial difficulties, A Church Building 40 x 60 feet, was erected. 

The Hazard Baptist Institute was Founded by Brother Petrey in 1903. It offered Education, reinforced with a Christian en- 
vironment. 

It was during this time that the First Baptist Church Buildhg was destroyed by fire, but the Church was not destroyed, for a 
lew and better building was erected on the site and dedicated in 1912. 

During the Great Influx of Population, due to development of the Coal Industry and coming of the Railroad, The Church grew 
n size and spirituality. During the Ministry of Brother Petrey, He founded the Three Forks Baptist Association in 1900, established 
13 Churches, and built Nine Church Buildings. He served the Congregation of the First Baptist Church for 18 years as Pastor. 
Reverend Z. J. Ammerson served the Church as Pastor for Five Months during 1914. A. S. Petrey was recalled as Pastor the same 
year. Upon his resignation in 1917, Henry C. Combs was called to Pastor this thriving congregation.
